Its 
length is 7} miles and its greatest

Fish- 
ing is good the Whole year round, 
■winter excepted. Hans, sun-fish, blue- 
tish, car|>, hull-heads, and other varic- 

ties abound, and afford the angler 
plenty of opportunity to indulge in 

the BpOlt, In the proper season, wild 
ducks and other game is plentiful, 
and the huntsman often comes away 
with well-tilled bag, :is a result of his 
steady aim anil good hick.

And the aurisi to whom our medi- 
cal attendant sends us, what does he 
say '< Not, much, Jf we hav money 
from one specialist to another, 
in the vain hope that the next will 

revoke the judgment of the last, but 

they one and all say the same thing 

in their different way. That our hear- 

li.at we seem most to desire mi 

earth, its complete restoration is h>>- 

pOttibie, The doctor, as he forces the 
truth upon us, struck perhaps with 
our look of hopelessness, will tell us 
how to bear our trouble. Nol to give 
way, t<> try to be cheerful, to go out 
and about us as much as possible, to 
go into society, -society, forsooth, 
with a bear! well nigh broken ! Time 
with his persuasive and tender touch 
is the best seasoncr.

Their state is a piti- 
able one, they are almost, entirely cut 
off from intercourse with others, even 
with their most intimate relations. 
By the many ingenious contrivances 
made, there must be a demand for 
assistance, and 1 suppose the appli- 
ances are utilized in some cases with 
more or less success. 

At first my deafness was intermit- 
tent. During a glad interval a kind 
friend gave me a speaking lube. 

Sometimes I would go into a shaded 

corner with a volunteer for the mouth- 
piece. It requires some practise to 

speak well through the tube, 11 it. 1 a 
si ranger not know ing how to modu- 
late the voice, will shout, and nearly 
shatter one's head. I don't think 1 
should ever have overcome my violent 
dislike to the thing; besides the peev- 
ishness it brought on, (here was the 
look of it. To have mustered OOUrage 
tO appear in public with it. would have 
always been beyond me. There are 

others, too, with the same Fear, for 

many years now I have been using 
the deaf and dumb alphabet as a 

means of intercourse, and with ease 
and eonitort not only l<> myself, but 
to others, thai I should like lose 
it lo others similarly alllictcd with 
deafness. There is no originality 
about the idea, but why is it not in 

more common use ? With the man- 
ual alphabet one can be brought into 

as near a touch with one's fellows as 
is possible in the cnviimstam •■ ... II] 
shouting at an vim\ ; only think of it f 
That you arc able to apeak, so much 
the belter for you. The alphabet il 
easy enough, There are the twenty 

six letters, and if you will note them 
you will s e some of them nearlv 
correspond with the printed letters. 
Learn to read it as quickly as you 
can. You will lind your intimate 
friends will gladlj talk to you by it, 
and those in your own home will soon 
use their fingers with proficiency . 
There is no need to speak with the 

rapidity of the deaf and dumb, it is
